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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Conner. This patent discloses the basic apparatus including the division of respective 
apparatus components to provide for ease of travel and maneuverability. Only 2 parts 
are connected to each other but having three parts connectable to each other would 
have been obvious once the use of two parts was known as in the patent. The 
remaining limitations would then have been obvious design choices. For example, the 
use of articulated members is well known in the mechanical arts and of no patentable 
merit. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Conner 
as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Guggenheimer et al. Providing 
pivoting means for the Conner apparatus would have been obvious in view of the 
pivoting means shown in Guggenheimer et al. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Guggenheimer et al in view of Conner. Guugenheimer et al discloses the basic 
apparatus including connectable assemblies. This patent doesn't show the use of 
separate crusher and discharge conveyor apparatus. To provide for more ease of travel 
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and versatility, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
Guggenheimer et al by making the crusher and discharge assemblies connectable and 
separate, taught to be desirable by Conner. The remaining limitations would then have 
been obvious design choices. For example, the use of articulated members is well 
known in the mechanical arts and of no patentable merit. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
EP '678 publication (EP) in view of Guggenheimer et al. EP discloses the basic 
apparatus including separable subassemblies. No pivoting means appears to be 
shown. Guggenheimer et al shows similar apparatus including the use of pivoting 
means to aid in operability. In order to increase apparatus versatility, it would have 
been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify EP by providing pivoting 
means, taught to be desirable by Guggenheimer et al. The remaining limitations would 
then have been obvious design choices. For example, the use of articulated members 
is well known in the mechanical arts and of no patentable merit.
